Nov. 6 Ballot Proposals 


(3rd Editorial of a Series) 


In yesterday's edition The Star's editor discussed the propo- 
sitions which will appear on the general election ballot through 
Amendment No. 46 (Judges' Salaries). Today's article, therefore, 
begins with Amendment No. 47 — and groups the proposals which 
are associated with the states' rights question. 


Amendment No. 47; Arkansas Resolution; 


Initiated Act No. 2 


In the discussion of Amendment No. 47 we are in- 


cluding Arkansas Resolution and Initiated Act No. 2, 
although the latter two are much farther down on the 
ballot, because all three hpve to do with the states' rights 
or segregation issues. 


All three of these are on the ballot by virtue of 


petitions circulated and signed by overwhelming numbers. 
Legal opinions,differ as to the effectiveness of these pro- 
posals but it seems to me that the ballot description of 
Proposed Constitutional Amendment No. 47 points up the 
general objective. Here is what the official ballot says of 
No. 47: 


"An 
Amendment 
requiring the General As- . 


sembly to oppose in every constitutional manner, 
including interposition and nullification, all delib- 
erate, palpable and dangerous invasions or encroach- 
ments upon rights and powers belonging to the states 
and the people thereof by the government of the 
United States or by any other nation or group of 
nations acting under apparent authority of the United 
Stftes government." 


H this is, as I take it to be, also a veiled warning to 


the United Nations to respect the sovereign powers of 
both the United States and its 48 components, then I am 
for this amendment twice over. 


The second of these three proposals, Arkansas Res- 


olution and Act of Interposition, calls for a federal 
amendment prohibiting the central government from 
"exercising power over the operation of public schools in 
Arkansas." 
The doctrine of Interposition originated in 


Virginia. 


The third of these companion measures, Initiated 


Act No. "2, would prescribe how local school boards may 
assign pupils to the various local schools. 


Now, looking at the three proposals as a group— 


Most Americans instinctively resist any encroach- 


ment by the UN on the sovereignty of the United States; 
and where the issue is spelled out as a matter of which 
level of government shall control the public schools—why, 
as a matter of fact.. American public schools have always 
been bought and paid for at either the local district or 
state level; I would say so with equal certainly whether 
writing in my native Pennsylvania or in Arkansas where I 
have lived for 33 years. 


It may be uncertain as to what the law is in 1956, 


but there is no uncertainty whatever as to how the over- 
whelming majority of our people feel. Time v/ill write the 
eventual reconciliation. 
Meanwhile, The Star supports 


these three measures as a unit. 


Amendment No. 48 (State Senate 'Freeze') 


"'*'•*• 
The official ballot title describes Amendment 


No. 48 as: 


"A Constitutional Amendment to abolish furth- 


er population apportionment of State Senators, and 
to preserve Senatorial representation in the General 
Assembly by continuing the same number and ap- 
portionment of Senators and Senatorial Districts as 
same now exist." 


The Star-is opposed to Amendment No. 48 


It violates the first rule of a representative democ- 


racy — that every citizen shall have equal interest in 
the persons chosen to represent them and make their 
laws in the legislature or congress/ 


The Farm Bureau, which is interested in this pro- 


posal, has discussed it with me They pointed out the 
rising political power of Big Little Rock, a shrewd appeal 
to my personal prejudice. But I think they are confusing 
the people of Little Rock with our specific opposition to 
the Arkansas Gazette and the Little Rock Chamber of 
Commerce, neither of which are highly regarded in their 
own community. 
On a great many questions of good 


government the rank and file of Little Rock people have a 
voting record as good or perhaps better than the rest of 
the state. 


The Farm Bureau contends there is a precedent for 


Amendment No. 48 in the arrangement of our federal 
government by which all states, large or small, are allo- 
cated two United States Senators. Legally, this argument 
has no standing. 


The basic unit of the American commonwealth is 


the state government. It was through a coalition of these 
state units that the federal government was created. 
Therefore there was logic and justice in each state stip- 
'ulating that it should have two senators in Washington. 


But no such parallel exists within the individual 


state, whose political subdivisions owe their existence to 
the state government: 


The only alternative to our present representative 


system that I know of is the county-unit system in the 
State of Georgia — where, as I understand it, the unit-' 
vote of a single rural county can checkmate the county of 
Big At'anta. I don't believe Arkansas wants that kind 
of voting schedule 
" 
• 
• 


I have no quarrel whatever with the Farm Bureau, 


asking only the American right to disagree. 


The basic fact here is that Amendment 
No. 48 


would tend to set up a schedule of government whereby 
the bulk of our taxes would be paid by one class of men 
but the distribution of that tax money would be incregs^ 
ingly controlled by another class. 


I am opposed to No 48, therefore, because it would 


— to reverse the old slogan — mean representation with- 
out taxation.

Nov. 6 Ballot Proposals 


(3rd Editorial of a Series) 


In yesterday's edition The Star's editor discussed the propo- 
sitions which will appear on the general election ballot through 
Amendment No. 46 (Judges' Salaries). Today's article, therefore, 
begins with Amendment No. 47 — and groups the proposals which 
are associated with the states' rights question. 


Amendment No. 47; Arkansas Resolution; 


Initiated Act No. 2 


In the discussion of Amendment No. 47 we are in- 


cluding Arkansas Resolution and Initiated Act No. 2, 
although the latter two are much farther down on the 
ballot, because all three hpve to do with the states' rights 
or segregation issues. 


All three of these are on the ballot by virtue of 


petitions circulated and signed by overwhelming numbers. 
Legal opinions,differ as to the effectiveness of these pro- 
posals but it seems to me that the ballot description of 
Proposed Constitutional Amendment No. 47 points up the 
general objective. Here is what the official ballot says of 
No. 47: 


"An 
Amendment 
requiring the General As- . 


sembly to oppose in every constitutional manner, 
including interposition and nullification, all delib- 
erate, palpable and dangerous invasions or encroach- 
ments upon rights and powers belonging to the states 
and the people thereof by the government of the 
United States or by any other nation or group of 
nations acting under apparent authority of the United 
Stftes government." 


H this is, as I take it to be, also a veiled warning to 


the United Nations to respect the sovereign powers of 
both the United States and its 48 components, then I am 
for this amendment twice over. 


The second of these three proposals, Arkansas Res- 


olution and Act of Interposition, calls for a federal 
amendment prohibiting the central government from 
"exercising power over the operation of public schools in 
Arkansas." 
The doctrine of Interposition originated in 


Virginia. 


The third of these companion measures, Initiated 


Act No. "2, would prescribe how local school boards may 
assign pupils to the various local schools. 


Now, looking at the three proposals as a group— 


Most Americans instinctively resist any encroach- 


ment by the UN on the sovereignty of the United States; 
and where the issue is spelled out as a matter of which 
level of government shall control the public schools—why, 
as a matter of fact.. American public schools have always 
been bought and paid for at either the local district or 
state level; I would say so with equal certainly whether 
writing in my native Pennsylvania or in Arkansas where I 
have lived for 33 years. 


It may be uncertain as to what the law is in 1956, 


but there is no uncertainty whatever as to how the over- 
whelming majority of our people feel. Time v/ill write the 
eventual reconciliation. 
Meanwhile, The Star supports 


these three measures as a unit. 


Amendment No. 48 (State Senate 'Freeze') 


"'*'•*• 
The official ballot title describes Amendment 


No. 48 as: 


"A Constitutional Amendment to abolish furth- 


er population apportionment of State Senators, and 
to preserve Senatorial representation in the General 
Assembly by continuing the same number and ap- 
portionment of Senators and Senatorial Districts as 
same now exist." 


The Star-is opposed to Amendment No. 48 


It violates the first rule of a representative democ- 


racy — that every citizen shall have equal interest in 
the persons chosen to represent them and make their 
laws in the legislature or congress/ 


The Farm Bureau, which is interested in this pro- 


posal, has discussed it with me They pointed out the 
rising political power of Big Little Rock, a shrewd appeal 
to my personal prejudice. But I think they are confusing 
the people of Little Rock with our specific opposition to 
the Arkansas Gazette and the Little Rock Chamber of 
Commerce, neither of which are highly regarded in their 
own community. 
On a great many questions of good 


government the rank and file of Little Rock people have a 
voting record as good or perhaps better than the rest of 
the state. 


The Farm Bureau contends there is a precedent for 


Amendment No. 48 in the arrangement of our federal 
government by which all states, large or small, are allo- 
cated two United States Senators. Legally, this argument 
has no standing. 


The basic unit of the American commonwealth is 


the state government. It was through a coalition of these 
state units that the federal government was created. 
Therefore there was logic and justice in each state stip- 
'ulating that it should have two senators in Washington. 


But no such parallel exists within the individual 


state, whose political subdivisions owe their existence to 
the state government: 


The only alternative to our present representative 


system that I know of is the county-unit system in the 
State of Georgia — where, as I understand it, the unit-' 
vote of a single rural county can checkmate the county of 
Big At'anta. I don't believe Arkansas wants that kind 
of voting schedule 
" 
• 
• 


I have no quarrel whatever with the Farm Bureau, 


asking only the American right to disagree. 


The basic fact here is that Amendment 
No. 48 


would tend to set up a schedule of government whereby 
the bulk of our taxes would be paid by one class of men 
but the distribution of that tax money would be incregs^ 
ingly controlled by another class. 


I am opposed to No 48, therefore, because it would 


— to reverse the old slogan — mean representation with- 
out taxation.

dangerous stale of confusion 
and 


disunity today.

Nov. 6 Ballot Proposals 


(3rd Editorial of a Series) 


In yesterday's edition The Star's editor discussed the propo- 
sitions which will appear on the general election ballot through 
Amendment No. 46 (Judges' Salaries). Today's article, therefore, 
begins with Amendment No. 47 — and groups the proposals which 
are associated with the states' rights question. 


Amendment No. 47; Arkansas Resolution; 


Initiated Act No. 2 


In the discussion of Amendment No. 47 we are in- 


cluding Arkansas Resolution and Initiated Act No. 2, 
although the latter two are much farther down on the 
ballot, because all three hpve to do with the states' rights 
or segregation issues. 


All three of these are on the ballot by virtue of 


petitions circulated and signed by overwhelming numbers. 
Legal opinions,differ as to the effectiveness of these pro- 
posals but it seems to me that the ballot description of 
Proposed Constitutional Amendment No. 47 points up the 
general objective. Here is what the official ballot says of 
No. 47: 


"An 
Amendment 
requiring the General As- . 


sembly to oppose in every constitutional manner, 
including interposition and nullification, all delib- 
erate, palpable and dangerous invasions or encroach- 
ments upon rights and powers belonging to the states 
and the people thereof by the government of the 
United States or by any other nation or group of 
nations acting under apparent authority of the United 
Stftes government." 


H this is, as I take it to be, also a veiled warning to 


the United Nations to respect the sovereign powers of 
both the United States and its 48 components, then I am 
for this amendment twice over. 


The second of these three proposals, Arkansas Res- 


olution and Act of Interposition, calls for a federal 
amendment prohibiting the central government from 
"exercising power over the operation of public schools in 
Arkansas." 
The doctrine of Interposition originated in 


Virginia. 


The third of these companion measures, Initiated 


Act No. "2, would prescribe how local school boards may 
assign pupils to the various local schools. 


Now, looking at the three proposals as a group— 


Most Americans instinctively resist any encroach- 


ment by the UN on the sovereignty of the United States; 
and where the issue is spelled out as a matter of which 
level of government shall control the public schools—why, 
as a matter of fact.. American public schools have always 
been bought and paid for at either the local district or 
state level; I would say so with equal certainly whether 
writing in my native Pennsylvania or in Arkansas where I 
have lived for 33 years. 


It may be uncertain as to what the law is in 1956, 


but there is no uncertainty whatever as to how the over- 
whelming majority of our people feel. Time v/ill write the 
eventual reconciliation. 
Meanwhile, The Star supports 


these three measures as a unit. 


Amendment No. 48 (State Senate 'Freeze') 


"'*'•*• 
The official ballot title describes Amendment 


No. 48 as: 


"A Constitutional Amendment to abolish furth- 


er population apportionment of State Senators, and 
to preserve Senatorial representation in the General 
Assembly by continuing the same number and ap- 
portionment of Senators and Senatorial Districts as 
same now exist." 


The Star-is opposed to Amendment No. 48 


It violates the first rule of a representative democ- 


racy — that every citizen shall have equal interest in 
the persons chosen to represent them and make their 
laws in the legislature or congress/ 


The Farm Bureau, which is interested in this pro- 


posal, has discussed it with me They pointed out the 
rising political power of Big Little Rock, a shrewd appeal 
to my personal prejudice. But I think they are confusing 
the people of Little Rock with our specific opposition to 
the Arkansas Gazette and the Little Rock Chamber of 
Commerce, neither of which are highly regarded in their 
own community. 
On a great many questions of good 


government the rank and file of Little Rock people have a 
voting record as good or perhaps better than the rest of 
the state. 


The Farm Bureau contends there is a precedent for 


Amendment No. 48 in the arrangement of our federal 
government by which all states, large or small, are allo- 
cated two United States Senators. Legally, this argument 
has no standing. 


The basic unit of the American commonwealth is 


the state government. It was through a coalition of these 
state units that the federal government was created. 
Therefore there was logic and justice in each state stip- 
'ulating that it should have two senators in Washington. 


But no such parallel exists within the individual 


state, whose political subdivisions owe their existence to 
the state government: 


The only alternative to our present representative 


system that I know of is the county-unit system in the 
State of Georgia — where, as I understand it, the unit-' 
vote of a single rural county can checkmate the county of 
Big At'anta. I don't believe Arkansas wants that kind 
of voting schedule 
" 
• 
• 


I have no quarrel whatever with the Farm Bureau, 


asking only the American right to disagree. 


The basic fact here is that Amendment 
No. 48 


would tend to set up a schedule of government whereby 
the bulk of our taxes would be paid by one class of men 
but the distribution of that tax money would be incregs^ 
ingly controlled by another class. 


I am opposed to No 48, therefore, because it would 


— to reverse the old slogan — mean representation with- 
out taxation.

Nov. 6 Ballot Proposals 


(3rd Editorial of a Series) 


In yesterday's edition The Star's editor discussed the propo- 
sitions which will appear on the general election ballot through 
Amendment No. 46 (Judges' Salaries). Today's article, therefore, 
begins with Amendment No. 47 — and groups the proposals which 
are associated with the states' rights question. 


Amendment No. 47; Arkansas Resolution; 


Initiated Act No. 2 


In the discussion of Amendment No. 47 we are in- 


cluding Arkansas Resolution and Initiated Act No. 2, 
although the latter two are much farther down on the 
ballot, because all three hpve to do with the states' rights 
or segregation issues. 


All three of these are on the ballot by virtue of 


petitions circulated and signed by overwhelming numbers. 
Legal opinions,differ as to the effectiveness of these pro- 
posals but it seems to me that the ballot description of 
Proposed Constitutional Amendment No. 47 points up the 
general objective. Here is what the official ballot says of 
No. 47: 


"An 
Amendment 
requiring the General As- . 


sembly to oppose in every constitutional manner, 
including interposition and nullification, all delib- 
erate, palpable and dangerous invasions or encroach- 
ments upon rights and powers belonging to the states 
and the people thereof by the government of the 
United States or by any other nation or group of 
nations acting under apparent authority of the United 
Stftes government." 


H this is, as I take it to be, also a veiled warning to 


the United Nations to respect the sovereign powers of 
both the United States and its 48 components, then I am 
for this amendment twice over. 


The second of these three proposals, Arkansas Res- 


olution and Act of Interposition, calls for a federal 
amendment prohibiting the central government from 
"exercising power over the operation of public schools in 
Arkansas." 
The doctrine of Interposition originated in 


Virginia. 


The third of these companion measures, Initiated 


Act No. "2, would prescribe how local school boards may 
assign pupils to the various local schools. 


Now, looking at the three proposals as a group— 


Most Americans instinctively resist any encroach- 


ment by the UN on the sovereignty of the United States; 
and where the issue is spelled out as a matter of which 
level of government shall control the public schools—why, 
as a matter of fact.. American public schools have always 
been bought and paid for at either the local district or 
state level; I would say so with equal certainly whether 
writing in my native Pennsylvania or in Arkansas where I 
have lived for 33 years. 


It may be uncertain as to what the law is in 1956, 


but there is no uncertainty whatever as to how the over- 
whelming majority of our people feel. Time v/ill write the 
eventual reconciliation. 
Meanwhile, The Star supports 


these three measures as a unit. 


Amendment No. 48 (State Senate 'Freeze') 


"'*'•*• 
The official ballot title describes Amendment 


No. 48 as: 


"A Constitutional Amendment to abolish furth- 


er population apportionment of State Senators, and 
to preserve Senatorial representation in the General 
Assembly by continuing the same number and ap- 
portionment of Senators and Senatorial Districts as 
same now exist." 


The Star-is opposed to Amendment No. 48 


It violates the first rule of a representative democ- 


racy — that every citizen shall have equal interest in 
the persons chosen to represent them and make their 
laws in the legislature or congress/ 


The Farm Bureau, which is interested in this pro- 


posal, has discussed it with me They pointed out the 
rising political power of Big Little Rock, a shrewd appeal 
to my personal prejudice. But I think they are confusing 
the people of Little Rock with our specific opposition to 
the Arkansas Gazette and the Little Rock Chamber of 
Commerce, neither of which are highly regarded in their 
own community. 
On a great many questions of good 


government the rank and file of Little Rock people have a 
voting record as good or perhaps better than the rest of 
the state. 


The Farm Bureau contends there is a precedent for 


Amendment No. 48 in the arrangement of our federal 
government by which all states, large or small, are allo- 
cated two United States Senators. Legally, this argument 
has no standing. 


The basic unit of the American commonwealth is 


the state government. It was through a coalition of these 
state units that the federal government was created. 
Therefore there was logic and justice in each state stip- 
'ulating that it should have two senators in Washington. 


But no such parallel exists within the individual 


state, whose political subdivisions owe their existence to 
the state government: 


The only alternative to our present representative 


system that I know of is the county-unit system in the 
State of Georgia — where, as I understand it, the unit-' 
vote of a single rural county can checkmate the county of 
Big At'anta. I don't believe Arkansas wants that kind 
of voting schedule 
" 
• 
• 


I have no quarrel whatever with the Farm Bureau, 


asking only the American right to disagree. 


The basic fact here is that Amendment 
No. 48 


would tend to set up a schedule of government whereby 
the bulk of our taxes would be paid by one class of men 
but the distribution of that tax money would be incregs^ 
ingly controlled by another class. 


I am opposed to No 48, therefore, because it would 


— to reverse the old slogan — mean representation with- 
out taxation.

nal could become hazardous. That 
would have a devastating effect, 
imposing an economic drain which 
coupled with the costs of fighting 
in the Middl eEast, the. Britsih 
and'. French, are ill prepared to 
bear. 


What the 
United States would 


do in such a situation is not cer- 
tain. If Washington

Nov. 6 Ballot Proposals 


(3rd Editorial of a Series) 


In yesterday's edition The Star's editor discussed the propo- 
sitions which will appear on the general election ballot through 
Amendment No. 46 (Judges' Salaries). Today's article, therefore, 
begins with Amendment No. 47 — and groups the proposals which 
are associated with the states' rights question. 


Amendment No. 47; Arkansas Resolution; 


Initiated Act No. 2 


In the discussion of Amendment No. 47 we are in- 


cluding Arkansas Resolution and Initiated Act No. 2, 
although the latter two are much farther down on the 
ballot, because all three hpve to do with the states' rights 
or segregation issues. 


All three of these are on the ballot by virtue of 


petitions circulated and signed by overwhelming numbers. 
Legal opinions,differ as to the effectiveness of these pro- 
posals but it seems to me that the ballot description of 
Proposed Constitutional Amendment No. 47 points up the 
general objective. Here is what the official ballot says of 
No. 47: 


"An 
Amendment 
requiring the General As- . 


sembly to oppose in every constitutional manner, 
including interposition and nullification, all delib- 
erate, palpable and dangerous invasions or encroach- 
ments upon rights and powers belonging to the states 
and the people thereof by the government of the 
United States or by any other nation or group of 
nations acting under apparent authority of the United 
Stftes government." 


H this is, as I take it to be, also a veiled warning to 


the United Nations to respect the sovereign powers of 
both the United States and its 48 components, then I am 
for this amendment twice over. 


The second of these three proposals, Arkansas Res- 


olution and Act of Interposition, calls for a federal 
amendment prohibiting the central government from 
"exercising power over the operation of public schools in 
Arkansas." 
The doctrine of Interposition originated in 


Virginia. 


The third of these companion measures, Initiated 


Act No. "2, would prescribe how local school boards may 
assign pupils to the various local schools. 


Now, looking at the three proposals as a group— 


Most Americans instinctively resist any encroach- 


ment by the UN on the sovereignty of the United States; 
and where the issue is spelled out as a matter of which 
level of government shall control the public schools—why, 
as a matter of fact.. American public schools have always 
been bought and paid for at either the local district or 
state level; I would say so with equal certainly whether 
writing in my native Pennsylvania or in Arkansas where I 
have lived for 33 years. 


It may be uncertain as to what the law is in 1956, 


but there is no uncertainty whatever as to how the over- 
whelming majority of our people feel. Time v/ill write the 
eventual reconciliation. 
Meanwhile, The Star supports 


these three measures as a unit. 


Amendment No. 48 (State Senate 'Freeze') 


"'*'•*• 
The official ballot title describes Amendment 


No. 48 as: 


"A Constitutional Amendment to abolish furth- 


er population apportionment of State Senators, and 
to preserve Senatorial representation in the General 
Assembly by continuing the same number and ap- 
portionment of Senators and Senatorial Districts as 
same now exist." 


The Star-is opposed to Amendment No. 48 


It violates the first rule of a representative democ- 


racy — that every citizen shall have equal interest in 
the persons chosen to represent them and make their 
laws in the legislature or congress/ 


The Farm Bureau, which is interested in this pro- 


posal, has discussed it with me They pointed out the 
rising political power of Big Little Rock, a shrewd appeal 
to my personal prejudice. But I think they are confusing 
the people of Little Rock with our specific opposition to 
the Arkansas Gazette and the Little Rock Chamber of 
Commerce, neither of which are highly regarded in their 
own community. 
On a great many questions of good 


government the rank and file of Little Rock people have a 
voting record as good or perhaps better than the rest of 
the state. 


The Farm Bureau contends there is a precedent for 


Amendment No. 48 in the arrangement of our federal 
government by which all states, large or small, are allo- 
cated two United States Senators. Legally, this argument 
has no standing. 


The basic unit of the American commonwealth is 


the state government. It was through a coalition of these 
state units that the federal government was created. 
Therefore there was logic and justice in each state stip- 
'ulating that it should have two senators in Washington. 


But no such parallel exists within the individual 


state, whose political subdivisions owe their existence to 
the state government: 


The only alternative to our present representative 


system that I know of is the county-unit system in the 
State of Georgia — where, as I understand it, the unit-' 
vote of a single rural county can checkmate the county of 
Big At'anta. I don't believe Arkansas wants that kind 
of voting schedule 
"

• 


I have no quarrel whatever with the Farm Bureau, 


asking only the American right to disagree. 


The basic fact here is that Amendment 
No. 48 


would tend to set up a schedule of government whereby 
the bulk of our taxes would be paid by one class of men 
but the distribution of that tax money would be incregs^ 
ingly controlled by another class. 


I am opposed to No 48, therefore, because it would 


— to reverse the old slogan — mean representation with- 
out taxation.

In the Saturday Evening Post, some time ago, Warden Duffy, of San 
Quentin Prison, in California, stated: 


"Alcohol, indeed, has been the silent instigator 


in an appalling number of crimes, and in one 
of our surveys at San Quentin some years ago, 
78% 
of the men admitted, or their records 


revealed, that liquor had played some part in 
their downfall." 


Wavden Lewis of the State Prison, Tucker, Arkansas, in answer to a 
question by the Temperance League Supt., some months ago, stated 
that he believed 75% to 80% of the convicts in that prison were there, 
directly or indirectly, because of liquors. The League superintendent 
talked with three convicts working in the office, and two of them stated 


-that liquor sent them there. He talked with seven other convicts —• six 


white and one Negro — and five of the white men and the Negro 


. stated that liquor sent them to the penitentiary — six out of seven in 


that case. 


Judges in Courts throughout A.rnerico, including Judge Guy E. Williams, 
now of the Chancery Court in Little Rock, state that from 4Q% to 90% - 
of ell crimes are caused directly or indirectly by liquor, 
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
